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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner reasserts that Brown et al. U.S. 
Patent 5,209,889 discloses executing an input from an operator during operation of the injection machine. Brown discloses, "a control panel 
for use by an operator during operation of the machine (col. 8, lines 67-68)." Brown also discloses the operator initiating machine cycles as 
may desired (col. 9, lines 15-17). These are examples of the execution of operator input during an injection molding process. The Examiner 
also contends that the term "virtually in parallel" means very close to the same time. The execution of a shut off input would happen just 
before or after the monitoring process would end. Furthermore, the Examiner asserts that Miyoshi et al. U.S. Patent 5,900,259 discloses 
receiving input from an operator in parallel with a monitoring process. Miyoshi teaches that manual readjustments (input) must be made 
when using a hydraulic-type injection molding machine (col. 9, lines 40-50). Miyoshi discloses also expressly discloses a monitoring 
process for the injection molding machine (Fig. 2-5, see molding observing section; col. 1 1 , lines 39-59). For at least these reasons, the 
rejection of the claims is maintained. 
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
